ANCIENT DOCUMENTS 
ARE IN POSSESSION 


CORSICANA CITIZEN 


Echoes from the early history 


of the American nation are brought 
vividly to mind by a perusal of a 
number of old documents In the 
possesion 
of -B. L. Dupuy, well- 


known Corsicana citizen, some of 
which refer to members of his fam- 
ily. One of the most prized posses- 
sions is a federal land grant Is- 
sued on Oct. 27, 1815, which con- 
veys to Basil Meeks a quarter sec- 
tion of land near Jeffersonville, 
Kentucky. The writ is printed on 
sheepskin, bears the seal of the 
United States, and also the signa- 
ture of James Madison, president 
of the United States and also Jos- 
iah Meigs, 
commissioner of 
the 


general land offico. 


Another of the documents is a 


land grant, dated May 16, in the 
year of our Lord 1793, and of the 
commonwealth of Kentucky, 
the 


first. It conveys title to 330 acres 
of land to William Shannon and 
David Standiford, and is signed by 
Isaac Shelby, first 
governor of 


Kentucky. It also bears the state 
seal, with its embracing figures 
and the state motto "United We 
Stand, Divided We Fall." 


A letter from John Dupuy to 


'William John 
Allen of Shelby- 


ville, Kentucky, dated August 10, 
1797, sets forth the procedure fol- 
lowed out in real estate deals of 
those days, as well as displaying a 
neat study of the phraseology of 
that age.

R Stvoubc, Movtie Kevr, Fred Alli- 
son and Christopher Knox. 
Donations from clubs, churches, 


Sunday school classes, merchants 
and individuals!. Mr. Mecham ex-

A nourishing menu consisting of 


a starchy vegetable, or a meat, a 
green vegetable, milk, and a dessert 
is given the children. Records of 
their weight, general health condi- 
tions and scholastic work is kept 
by their

public health nurse, with the aid 
of the students' teachers and friends 
thoroughly investigates the vanous 
cases and recommends to the P. 
T. A. those children who are un-

lunches, Mr. Mecham explained. 


Three classes of 
children 
who 


are extended the service arc those 
whose parents are 
dead; 
whose 


fathers have deserted their moth- 
ers; and whose parents arc unable 
to provide an adequate living for 
their families. 
Over fifty per cent 


of the children being served come 
under the first class, the principal 
asserted, and only a few cases ex- 
ist where the parents do not pro- 
vide a living. 


Mr- Mecham pointed out. the case 


of one youngster who was doing 
poor school work, and who after 
having put on the list for a short 
time began to improve physically, 
and showed a decided improvement 
in his studies. The principal stat- 
ed the incident mentioned is true 
in nearly every case. 


At present 2S children arc being 


given a twenty-cent noonday lunch. 
According to Mr. Mecham, the list 
is investigated from time to time 
by Mrs. Gunn. and when conditions 
improve in the homes, the children 
are dropped from the list. Recently 
16 were discontinued after they had 
gained normal.strength and health, 
and their homo-life improved to tho 
sxtent that the parents could care 
for their needs.
